That event led to large numbers of men being called up for military service, and Bi x; 
during the next two months, total employment decreased by about 25,000. The de- 
cline was then arrested for two months owing to a large increase in the number of pe 
females in employment; but it recommenced in April, and in May it was much steeper — ee 
with a large decrease of 13,000. Both males and females shared in the May decrease. 
The male decrease of 11,300 was larger than usual, and the decrease of 1,500 renal | 
was a reversal of the mead trend of female employment, which had ineeaaees by an ae 
average of 5,300 monthly since these estimates were commenced in July, 1941. di 
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With the entry of Japan into the war, large numbers of men were called up aie 
for military service, and employment in munitions factories was rapidly expanded, ad 
The extra demand for men was partly met by the entry into wage earning employment 
of considerable numbers of men who did not normally work as wage earners, and the © 
movement from rural employment of considerable numbers of men. These movements {8 
have made it possible for the needs of the Armed Forces to be met while the decline a 
in men employed in non-rural industries since November 1941 has been only 64,000 - 
ea fraction of those taken into the Forces. 


On the other hand, the loss of males in employment has been partly made 
good by increased numbers of females employed. However, as has been remarked in 
previous issues of this bulletin, the increase in female employment has not shown 
any tendency to accelerate as might have been exnected, and the May figures show an 
actual decline of females in employment. |

Total employment in May 1942 was 2.1 per cent. less than in November 1941. 
Amongst the industrial groups, however, munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding, and ship- 
ping and stevedoring were 41.7 and 24.5 per cent. respectively above the November level. 
Munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding increased by 5,300 persons in May, slightly more 
than the usual rate of exvansion during recent months. Shipping and stevedoring again 
had a busy month with a substantial addition to the numbers employed in April which 
were then at a high level. hail and Air transport and government n.e.i. had more 


/employees 
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employees in May 1942 than in November last, but neither of these groups has changed 
substantially since April. All other industrial groups employed fewer workers in 
iday than in November 1941; and their May totals were in all cases less than those 
for April. Their totals were all from 7 to 10 per cent. less than in November, ex- 
cept for “other factories" and "banking and insurance", where the decrease was some- 
what smaller. The decline in banking and insurance had been lessened by making 
greater use of females. 


Males: Declines in maie employment since November, 1941, have been substantial in 
all industrial groups, except munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding, and shipping and 
stevedoring (very large increases), and government n.e.i. and rail and air transport 
(slight increases). All the groups showing increases are of direct war time impor- 
tance; and the ratios at the end of this section show that in two of these groups 
where it is possible to employ substantial numbers of females, female employment has 
been increased relatively more than male. 


Females:- Females in employment in May, 1942, numbered 24,400 more than in November, 
1941. Nearly one-half of this increase went to munitions and aircraft factories, 
which employed 100 per cent. more females than in November, 1941. Banks and in- 
surance were 23 per cent., and government n.e.i. 11 per cent. above their November 
figures, but the number of females in other groups was little changed from November. 
In iiay, as compared with Acril, however, there was a change in trend with a decline 
in total females employed compared with the usual increase. Only munitions, etc. 
factories maintained their usual increase in females (about 2,000). All other groups, 
except banking and insurance, employed fewer females in May than in April, and in 
banking and insurance the increase was much less than usual. Female employment in 
retail stores, which until April had been generally increasing, decreased by nearly 
2,000, evidently on account of rationing of clothing. 


sasculinity of Hmployees:- The tendency to replace males with females is illustrated 

by the following figures for masculinity of employees (males per 100 females) in July, 
1941, April 1942 and Mey 1942, respectively:- Munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding, 

591, 367, 3473 other factories, 285, 264, 2643; retail trade, 121, 97, 963 banks and 
insurance, 257, 163, 1553 other commerce and finance, 282, 239, 2343; government n.é@.i. 
339. 296, 2973 all other industries, 183, 152, 149. The greatest relative replace- 
ments of males by females have been made by munitions factories and banks and insurance 
companies. 


2. STATES: The table on page 4 gives a compairson of estimated employment by States, 
similar to that given in the preceding table for industrial groups. 


In all States except South Australia, an increase of employuent between July, 
1941, and November, 1941, has been followed by a decrease in the total number employed 
in liay, 1942 as compared with November, 1941. In South Australia, continuation of 
increasing employment is due to the large munitions programme in that State, but in 
Victoria and New South Wales, munitions expansion has been more than offset by curtail- 
ment of less essential industries. 


From April to May, total employment decreased in all States except South 
Australia, where there was no change from April. Relatively, the decreases were 
heaviest in Victoria, Western Australia and Tasmania. Vale employment decreased in 
all States+ Female employment'decreased by nearly 2,000 in Victoria, but was prac- 
tically unchanged in the other five States. 


Male Employees in May, compared with April, showed substantial decreases in 
all States, except South Australia. In South Australia, decreases in factories and 
retail stores were partly offset by an increase in government employment n.e.i. Male 
employment in retail stores decreased in all States, and males in wholesale trade de- 
creased substantially in New South Wales, Victoria, and Western Australia. Building 
and construction employees were fewer in New South Wales, Victoria, and Western 
Australia. 


Female Employees in May were little changed in total numbers except in 
Victoria where a decrease of nearly 2,000 was recorded. This general change from the 
upward trend of recent months was due to a decline in employment of females by retail 
stores in all States, but the decline in Victoria was supplemented by a decrease in 
the number of female factory employees. There was, however, a general cessation of 
the recent upward trend of the numbers of female employees in most industrial groups 
in all States.

ine_ foregoing estimates relate to total employment and are based on statistical 
data obtained from various sources including Pay Roll Tax returns, and direct returns of 
Commonwealth Government employment, 
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3. PAY ROLL TAXs 


the collected figures for Fay-Roll returns are given without any adjustment in 
the appendixes which are attached to this summary. The totals given are those for all 
employers who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments. For the small pro- 
portion of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of 
the previous month have been brought forward. The returns do not cover all employment, 
as Commonwealth employees are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per week 
in salaries or wages do not make returns. Certain other classes of employers, prin- 
cipally religious or public benevolent institutions and public hospitals, are also exempt. 
The proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State on account of 
the different nature of the industries in the various States: but in general, the pro- 
portion of employees, (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in rural 
industries, and female domestics in private households), who are included in the Pay=Roll 
Tax returns is about 85 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment, and 
about 80 per cent. of the females. 


Employers were classified for “industry” according to the industry in which 
they were considered to be predominantly engaged. As some large employers engage in 
more than one industry, @ considerable number of enployees have been included in classes 
69 whicn they do not strictly belong. The following tables may be taken as indicators 
of trend from month to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the 
réspective industries.
